Schley's Attorney Defeats the Demo- 


cratic Machine Headed by Gorman 
• and Will Be Latter's Colleague. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. • 4. — Senator 


Gorman received a body blow when 
eighty-nine of the ninety Democratic 
members of the Maryland general as- 
sembly met In caucus and after a long 
parley decided to select Isldor Ruy- 
ner for the United States sunatarshlp 
to succeed Louis E. McComas, the 
present Incumbent. 


Senator Gorman, when L'-e general 


assembly first met, strongly favored 
John Walter Smith for the senator- 
slit p. A caucus was held, and when It 
was found that Smith had no show at 
'all of election, Gorman tried to throw 
bis strength to Bernard Carter. 


For a time during the deadlock, 


Smith and Rayner seemed to hava 
about equal chances, and neither fac 
tlon "would yield an Inch. When It 
was found that the deadlock would 
continue Indefinitely Raynor was -cho- 
sen as a cotrirqmlsc. Ho Is a politi- 
cal refo'rmei, and Is partlcu'arly ob- 
noxious to Gorman, and his. being 
chosen Is n severe blow. • 


This ends one of the most raomorn 


ble nghts In the history of Maryland 
politics.
